secretary of the Metropolitan Police Department, chief of the Special Thought Polled 
Section and chief of the Police Affaire Bureau. 

c* SHORIKI resigned from the police force in 192h, and was appointed ’ 

president of the TOMIURI NSHSPAPER CCMPAHT. Since then, subject has concurrentlT’ 
held the positions of executive member of the Imperial Rule Assistance Aasoclation, ' 
chairnuin of the KTUSHU DAXLT, 5ANXN NEWS and the SHIZUOKA Newspaper Association, and 
director of the All Japan TOKYO Baseball Club prior to and during World War II. In '

According to reports from certain political quarters, it was stated that SHORIKI was ' 
promised in advance of a State Minister's post at the time he decided to enter 
politics* Today, subject is a member of the cabinet as a State Minister, and is 
reported to be gradually consolidating his financial background in line with his ' 
political activities. One of the most well organised and strongest supporters is 
said to be the Japan Atomic Energy Industrial Forum, Inc. This forum was established 
by large private electric power companies to conduct research on the de^lopment of 
nuclear energy for peaceful purposes, and because of the enthusiastic 9 u^ort given 
by these compa'hies to the forum, especially by chairman SUGA Relnosuke ) 

an unusually close relations hiphas^^rung up between SHORIKI and SUfll. At the tiros 
of the inauguration of the JApilT Atomid'^Raerar Industrial Forum, Inc,, voices within 
the electric power circles were heard to have said "SHORIKI's doUar-box is now 
completed," Moreover, there are large numbers of second and third rate industrialist! 
who are flocking around SHORIKI, according to information from reliable sources. One'

made huge contributions to SHORIKI.

that the KYOKUYO WHALING COMPANY is slowly being sqeeaed b«t of the northern 
fishing waters. 

7. On the dlher hand, HIRATSUKA has made huge contributions to the establishment 
of the Nationaji Gounoil for the Restoration of Normal Relations Between Consminist 
China and Soviet Russia in an effort to gain a control!!^ hold in the proposed 
Japan-Stno and Japan-Soviet trade markets parallel to hi/rishing industry. However, 
this plan has only caused heavy financial burden on HIRATSUKA, and no appreciable 
results have been seen to date. Politically, it seems that HIRATSUKA has withdrawn 
his suppox^ of HATOYAHA. Subject was reported to have stated at the press club of 
the, Miirf^ify of Agriculture arri Forestry that HATOYAMA by all means should step down 
frvA. present position. He refused, however, to state whom he considered as a 
llke^ successor, but it seems that he has thrown his weight behind KISH I Nobusuke 

fo ^ Secratary-General of the Liberal-Democratic Parity.
